Biack of Washington, chief of the 
corn-hog section of the AAA, has 
ordered the lifting of restrictions 
on the use of land withdrawn from 
production under the Government's 
acreage reduction program, 

In a telephone call to J. W. 
Burch, essistant director of agri- 
eulture extension service here, Dr. 
Black said the non-producing acre- 
age could be cut at once for any 
feed crops now growing and where 
none existed could be converted to 
pasture ag soon as possible. The 
emergency ruling applies to all 
acreage contracts-—-wheat, tobacco 
and cotton as well as corn, 

Dr, Black said farmers in drouth 
areas would be permitted after July 
1 te plant corn in excess of the 
amounts sti ted in their. reduc- 
tion cont Instead of allowing 
it to mature, however, Dr. Black 
paid, the Government will set a 
day for harvesting the corn to in- 
pure its use as fodder.

S. Johnson, administrator; Donald 
Richberg, counsel, and Leon Hen- 
deraon, statistical director of NRA, 
plan to attend today's meeting of 
the Iron and Steel Institute in New 
York, in an effort to avert the 
threatened strike in the industry, 
They arranged to go to New York 
by airplane, 

The Administrator and Richberg 
Government members of the Steel 
Code Authority, planned to urge on 
the members of thé Institute ac- 
ceptance of a labor settlement 
along the lines laid down by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in averting an au- 
tomobile ‘strike earlier in the year, 

Some union labor leaders have 
registered opposition to this plan, 
This morning Edward F. McGrady, 
Johnson's chief labor aid, called at 
the hotel headquarters of William 
J. Spang and other members of the 
“Rank and File” group of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron 
and Steel Workers to get them to 
go to NRA. He was not able to see 
them and left his card. This visit 
had been preceded by three at- 
tempts yesterday to reach the men 
‘by telephone after they had com- 
plained to reporters that nobody at 
NRA would see them. 

Word came of a proposed “march 
on Washington” by a group of steel 
workers designating themselves as 
representing the “rank and file”. 
and led by Harle J. Forbeck of 
Pittsburgh. 

The march, said Forbeck, would 
come unless President Roosevelt 
assured union leaders now at the 
capital that the Wagner labor dis- 
pute bill “or similar legislation 
prohibiting so-called company 
unions,” would be written into law.

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Prosecutor’s Letter Asking for 
Federal Inquiry 
Of Kelley Kidnaping Witness 
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in Murder 


Anderson Tells Attorney-General Evidence 
Indicates Slayers of Johnson Have Fled 
From the State. 


Prosecuting Attorney Anderson 
of St. Louis County today made 
public the letter Attorney-Gen- 
eral Cummings in which he joined 
in the request of the county grand 
jury for the help of Federal agents 
in solving the murder of John C, 
Johnson, State’s witness in the Kel- 
ley kjdnaping case. The request 
was ted last Saturday by the 
Attorney-General and Federal 
agents were assigned to the case. 

The prosecutor's request was 
based on the contention that the 
Federal Government has jurisdic- 
tion because the slayers of Johnson 
fled from the State of Missouri to 
avoid prosecution, in violation of 
the recently enacted Federal fugi- 
tive bill. 

He also urged that the crime of 
kidnaping, against which Federal 
agents have been waging an inten- 
sive campaign, was ultimately in- 
volved in the murder, and that 
county agencies were hampered in 
their investigation because of juris- 
dictional limits. 

Unless the challenge of the mur- 
derers to the law is accepted, An- 
derson wrote, successful prosecu- 
tion of the kidnaping case and of 
the murder will be extremely dubi- 
ous. With evidence already at hand 
that the remaining witnesses have 
been placed in fear, he continued, 
it was probable thet the kidnaping 
and murder would remain wun- 
avenged, unless the Federal Gov- 
ernment. entered the case. 

Text of Prosecutor's Letter to At- 
torney-General. 

The text of Prosecuting Attorney 
Anderson’s letter to Attorney-Gen- 
eral Cummings follows: 

June 2, 19%. 
Hon. Homer 8. Cummings, 
Attorney-General of the 
States, 
Washington, D. C. 
Dear Mr. Attorney-General: 

The grand jury of St. Louis Coun- 
ty, Mo., recently by resolution re- 
quested aid of the Federal Govern- 
ment in relation to some of the 
events surrounding the prosecution 
in the kidnaping of Dr. L. D. Kelley. 
The purpose of my writing you is to 
join in their request. 

In the recent Federal legislation 
enacted by Congress, sponsored by 
you, provision was made for Fed- 
eral prosecution of those who had 
committed particular crimes of vio- 
lence who engaged in _ interstate 
commerce for the purpose of avoid- 
ing prosecution. I have evidence 
which I wish to submit to the ap- 
propriate investigative agency, that 
two or more such fugitives, after 
murdering John Johnson, chief wit- 
ness in the kidnaping case await- 
ing early trial, fled from the State 
of Missouri for the purpose of 
escaping prosecution, not alone for 
the kidnaping, but as well for the 
murder perpetrated in an attempt 
to prevent such successful prosecu- 
tion. 

It is peculiarly fitting, in my 
opinion, that this matter be investi- 
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gated by the Federal Government, 
in view of the following pertinent 
facts: 

First, a Federal crime has been 
committed since the passage of the 
Federal fugitive bill, not alone in- 
volving the crime of murder, but 
also in attempting to do away with 
the testimony of witnesses which is 
in direct violation of the spirit of 
the Federal act. 

Kidnaping Involved in Crime. 

2. The crime-~ of kidnaping 
is ultimately involved, and, of 
course, the Federal Government 
has already gone to great lengths 
in attempting to eradicate this evil. 

3. It so happens that this 
crime was committed in St. Louis 
County, which has no co-ordinated 
city police, but is dependent upon 
the Sheriff and his deputies for 
protection. While there is a form 
of State constabulary in Missouri, 
it has to do with road patrol main- 
ly, for the purpose of suppressing 
traffic violations. 

4. With the evidence  point- 
ing to flight from the State of Mis- 
souri, none of these officials have 
any authority beyond their State 
border. 

The Kelley case from its incep- 
tion has constituted a direct chal- 
lenge to orderly law in this coun- 
try. Not alone has the crime of 
kidnaping been committed in a bold 
fashion, but the outlaws concerned 
therewith have dared to add there- 
to the crime of murder to avoid a 
prosecution which, up to that time, 
in my opinion, was bound to bring 
about certain conviction. In addi- 
tion to the above, I have reason to 
believe that an automobile was 
stolen, a fictitious license affixed 
thereto and the vehicle transported 
in interstate commerce. 

Prosecution Made Difficult. 

The net result of the kidnaping 
and the flagrant attempt to sup- 
press prosecution with the result- 
ing murder and the consequent ter- 
rorism naturally produced has 
made the successful prosecution of 
this case extremely dubious unless 
the challenge of these outlaws ‘is 
accepted. Already there is definite 
evidence of fear being instilled in 
the remaining witnesses. Unless 
our county obtains the co-operation 
of the Federal Government, as pro- 
vided by law, it is more than prob- 
able that not alone will the kid- 
naping remain unavenged, but even 
the crime of murder perpetrated 
therewith, will remain unsolved. 

As the county prosecutor of St. 
Louis County, Mo., I respectfully 
request that you direct the proper 
investigative authorities to com- 
municate- wth we with a view of 
apprehending those guilty of the 
murder of Johnson and the fulfill- 
ment of the obligation of the Fed- 
eral Government under the said 
fugitive acts.

DR. EUGENE HARTLEY 
ENDS-LIFE IN OFFICE 


Takes Poison After Learing He 
Has Incurable Disease— 
Leaves Notes. 


Dr. Eugene Hartley, 42 years old, 
ended his life by drinking poison 
in his downtown office, room 939, 
Arcade Building, today, He left 
a note telling his wife that he had 
just learned that he had an incur- 
able malady, and that with his 
knowledge of such matters, he con- 
sidered further living “not worth 
the struggle.” 

A patient, after waiting for a 
time in Dr. Hartley’s outer office, 
opened the door of the inner office 
and saw the physician's body on 
the floor, a handkerchief partly 
over the face. It was thought at 
first that the heat, or a heart at- 
tack, had caused death. Then the 
small vial which had contained the 
poison was found, as well as four 
sealed notes, one of which was ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Hartley. 

Dr. Hartley had an office also at 
4030 Chouteau avenue, and lived at 
4246a Lafayette avenue. He was 
associated in practice with Dr. 
Robert E. Wilson, and specialized 
in urology. Mrs. Hartley is parole 
officer of the Court of Criminal 
Correction, Divisions 1 and 2. 

Note to Wife. 

Mrs. Hartley made public a part 
of the note from her husband, re- 
serving some personal messages, 
The note, written in a spirit of ap- 
parent good cheer, began: 

“Honey, this is funny, really, but 
just one of those things. Yester 
day afternoon I dropped into the 
office of Dr. W. K. McIntyre for a 
chat on what I have long suspected, 
He found my suspicions correct. 

“To try to combat this is not 
for me. Fortunately, or unfortun- 
ately, I know too much about such 
things, or I know too much about 
how little we know about them. It 
is not worth the struggle, and I 
have no idea of going into it, This 
is best.” 

‘ Talks About Prosperity. 

After discussion of some per- 
sonal] matters, the note continued, 
“So that is that,” and outlined pro- 
visions for Mrs, Hartley, made in 
the physician’s will, it being the 
purpose that she should receive all 
his property and his interest in the 
family estate. In that case, he 
said, “you should have enough to 
do some little things that seem to 
me appropriate.” He specified a 
gift of $500 or $1000, at her discre- 
tion, to Elmer Brice, and the same 
to John Kaiser, together with “the 
Packard.” The final paragraph 
was: 

“Look at this as I do-—here to- 
day and gone tomorrow. Sooner 
or later it comes to us all. Don't 
worry about it until the time comes, 
and then don’t worry. If you grieve 
to excess, I should be sad, so don’t. 
Everything will be all right. So 
fong.” “EUGENE.”

Other Revenue Bills Taken 
Up Following Nolte’s 
Blocking of $16,100,000 
Bond Sale. 


A public hearing on the proposed 
gallonage tax on beer and liquor 
was held by the Public Safety 
Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men yesterday afternoon. This 
was the second of a series of four 
public hearings on bills introduced 
by Mayor Dickmann to help meet 


907 in the city sinking fund. 
As was the case when the bill 
was before the board in the last 
session, the measure was vigorously 
opposed by the brewery interests. 
Chief spokesman for the brewers 
jwas R. A. Huber, vice-president of 
Anheuser-Busch, Inc., who told the 
committee that to heap taxes on 
the brewing industry was merely 
another form of prohibition and a 
hardship on a business that had 
done a great deal to decrease un- 
employment and restore prosper- 
ity to St. Louis. 
Mayor Dickmann and City Coun- 
selor Hay spoke in behalf of the 
measure. They declared that in- 
asmuch as the city had to pay for 
the cost of enforcing liquor and 
beer regulations, a gallonage tax 
was fair. In reply Huber said the 
task of enforcement under repeal 
was far less difficult than during 
prohibition when the police “spent 
a lot of time raiding illegal beer 
flats.” 

License Tax Hearing. 
The Aldermen’s Committee on 
Legislation is holding a hearing to- 
day on proposed increases in man- 
ufacturers’ and merchants’ license 
taxes, amounting to increases from 
$1 to $1.25 a $1000 annually on 
sales and from 28 to 67 cents a 
$100 on stock, 
The Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment yesterday, at the in- 
stance of Comptroller Nolte, held 
up an ordinance authorizing the 
sale of $16,100,000 public improve- 
ment bonds, voted May 15, until 
the aldermen act on the revenue 
measures. 
Following the hearing on the zgal- 
lonage tax, Chairman Phelim 
O’Toole of the Public Safety Com- 
mittee said that no decision would 
be made on the bill until after to- 
morrow, when another hearing will 
be held on a bill providing for an 
inspection tax on 3.2 beer. It seems 
likely that the committee will ap- 
prove the bill. What action the entire 
board will take on it Friday, how- 
ever, is problematical. In the last 
session three Democrats joined with 
the 13 Republicans to defeat it. 

Mayor’s Appeal. 

Mayor Dickmann Jast night is- 
sued another appeal for passage 
of the revénue measures, which, in 
addition to those mentioned, in— 
cludes a bill to increase the tax 
on gasoline from half a cent to a 
cent a gallon. Referring to Comp- 
troller Nolte’s statement that the 
law specifically provides that the 
Aldermen shall provide funds to 
meet bond retirement payments, 
Mayor Dickmann said: “The people 
should understand the significance 
of Mr. Nolte’s statement. Plainly 
it is this: If we do not enact the 
pending revenue measures or some 
other measures which will bring in 
at least $2,000,000 in addition to 
bond revenues available for this 
year, we cannot turn a hand on 
any of the improvements voted at 
the special bond issue election. 
That means that we will lose all 
chance of getting 30. per cent 
grants. from the Federal Govern- 
ment, the aggregate of which 
would amount to about $4,000,000: 
we will not be able to complete any 
of the incompleted projects of the 
1923 bond issue, such as the Au- 
ditorium, the courthouse, the Me- 
morial Plaza, and we will not be 
able to give a day’s work to any 
unemployed men in this city on 
any of these projects.”

It was impossible for 
heads to fill well during the last 
week, due to heat and drouth. It 
was a critical period for wheat in 
most fields. It is ripening rapidly 
and harvesting will probably begin 
by June 8 in the most advanced 
fields. 

“Oats mostly are not worth cut- 
ting. Pasture, alfalfa, berries, po- 
tatoes, and gardens are generally 
poor, except fairly good in spots 
comprising probably one-fifth of 
the State. Many berries dried up. 
“Corn made very little progress 
except in small favored areas. 
Some has never came up. How- 
ever, there is still time for corn to 
do well if sufficient rain comes 
within the next week or two. It is 
well cultivated. The best corn is 
15 to 18 inches high, but most of 
it is less than eight inches. 
“Chinch bugs are very bad in 
large areas, attacking wheat, oats, 
and corn. Stock water is scarce.”

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MAN ACQUITTED 
IN ONE MURDER 
HELD IN ANOTHER 


Tony Thompson Found 
Not Guilty After He Re- 
pudiates Confession in 
Robbery Slaying. 


— — — — 


Acquitted of one murder last 
night, Tony Thompson, 33-year-old 
shipping clerk, was rearrested on 
another murder charge as he left 
Circuit Judge Hartmann’s court, 
and is to be taken to Iowa for 
trial there. 

A jury which heard Thompson 
repudiate a confession that he had 
killed John Link, 77 years old, in 
an attempt to rob him of about $30, 
freed him after deliberating two 
and a half hours. Thompson's 
story was that police beat him un- 
til he agreed to sign a confession. 

That confession was virtually all 
the evidence against Thompson. 
Tnree others, including his sister, 
who are to be tried later, likewise 
signed ste‘ements implicating him 
and themselves, but the content of 
these statements could not be given 
to the jury at Thompson's trial. The 
State did bring out that they had 
made statements, which resulted in 
the arrest of Thompson, but was 
not able to show that the state- 
ments were in the nature of con- 


fessions. 
Influenced by De More Case. 


A member of the jury told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today the 
jurors were influenced in their de- 
cision by the case of Louis De More, 
who confessed the murder of a po- 
liceman last month, pleaded guilty 
and is serving a life term in the 
penitentiary. After evidence point- 
ing to the guilt of another, and to 
De More’s innocence, had been de- 
veloped, he repudiated the confes- 
sion, saying he made it to escape 
being hanged because he had been 
mistakenly... identified. George 
Couch, an ex-convict, is now under 
indictment for the murder of which 
De More pieaded gulity, and Cir- 
cuit Attorney Miller, convinced of 
De More's innocence, has said that 
he will join in efforts to free De 
More, after he has been used as a 
witness in the trial of Couch. 

On its first ballot the jury voted 
7 to 5 to acquit Thompson... Bix | 
additional ballots were takén . be- 
fore the decision to free him. None 
showed a majority for conviction. 

The De More case was brought 
to the attention of the jury by 
Thompson's attorney, Patrick J. 
Cavanaugh, in cross-examining the 
police stenographer who took 
Thorgpson’s confession. Cavanaugh 
asked whether he had also taken 
the confession of De More, and 
was told that he had not.

Link was bedten and strangled 
to death last Nov. 23 in his room 
on the third floor of a rooming 
house he operated at 321 South 
Broadway. Thompson admitted he 
had been there on the night of the 
killing, and the night before, to 
visit his sister, Mrs, Hattie Ratliff, 
who lived there, but denied any 
knowledge of the murder. 

In the confession he repudiated, 
Thompson told of planning the rob- 
bery the night before the murder. 
discussing it with his sister and 
Jess McNeely, the janitor, who told 
him Link would have about $30 the 
next day. :

In Paris there was a dirt court, at 
Wimbledon there is turf; old, fast, 
true. 

If the Americans are the chal- 
lengers, I believe this fact will be 
an enormous advantage. All our 
singles players, Stoefen, Shields and 


Woed, are much better on grass 
than dirt. 
Conversely, the English singles 


player, although they learned their 
game on grass, aré not strictly 
grass court players. Let me quali- 
fy that statement. Perry and Aus- 
tin are more dangerous on dirt 
than on grass, this, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that Perry holds the 
American and Australian singles 
championships, both of which he 
won on grass. It was on dirt that 
the English won the Davis Cup; on 
dirt they are strongest. 
May Not Play as Well. 

I do not believe Perry will plav 
as well as Wimbledon as he did 
last year in the challenge round in 
Paris, because he never plays as 
well at home as abroad. There is a 
reason for this. Perry is the son of 
a former Labor member of Parlia- 
ment; he learned his game in the 
public parks, he did not go to one 
of the great English schools nor to 
a university. That makes a differ- 
ence to the Wimbledon crowd. 

For the Wimbledon crowd ts 
snobbery-bound. It represents the 
retired army officer class, the coun- 
ty families with position and influ- 
ence and sometimes with money. 
Perry is oP one of their favorites. 
He knows it as well as anyone. And 
it affects his game at home. The 
man who holds tennis titles in the 
United States and Australia has 
never been past the semi-final 
round at Wimbledon! 

So, again, without attempting to 
predict the result of the challenge 
round, I will simply say this: The 
challenge round will be close, hard- 
fought, in doubt until the last ball 
has been struck and the last point 
won. In my opinion, the winner of 
the inter-zone final, whether that 
team be Australfa or the United 
States, has more than an even 
chance of defeating the English in 
the challenge round.

APPROVE WAR DEBT DEFAULT

Johnson Act 


Chamberlain Says Roosevelt Twice Told 
England Token Would Be Accepted; Then 


Outlawed It. 


By the Associated Press, \ | 
LONDON, June 6.—The House of 
Commons shouted its overwhelming 
approval of Great Britain’s new war 
debt policy yesterday when Neville 
Chamberlain, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, announced that payments 
had been suspended until the Unit- 
ed States was willmg to confer on 


full and final settlement of the 
whole problem. 

Amid cries of “Hear! Hear!” from 
the opposition as well as the Gov- 
ernment benches, the Chancellor 
declared “we are not defaulters,” 
and asserted that Britain would 
have been willing to make another 
token payment June 15, but could 
not obtain official assurance frem 
President Roosevelt that the John- 
son act does not outlaw anything 
but payment in full. 

The President, Chamberlain said, 
“twice personally” told Sir Ronald 
Lindsay, British Ambassador at 
Washington, that a token payment 
would be accepted on the June ‘in- 
stallment, but these promises were 
made before the passage of the 
Johnson act, which cuts off Ameri- 
can credit to defaulting nations, 

What Envoy Was Told. r 

“Since then, President Roosevelt 
has been unable to assure us offi- 
cially that a token payment would 
not be regarded as default,” said 
the Chancellor. “In fact, Sir Ron- 
ald was told after the bill’s approval 
ythat tokens would be classified as 
default. 

“We had no alternative then but 
to suspend payments until Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is ready to discuss 
settlement of the entire problem.” 
After his speech in the House of 
Commons, Chamberlain released a 
“white paper,” which contained the 
text of the note of the United 
States of May 25 calling attention 
to the sum due on June 15 and the 
arrears, totaling $262,000,000, and 
the British note just delivered. 
There also was a lengthy argument 
against the contention that the 
budget surplus here should have 
been used to pay war debts. 

Commons Is Crowded. 

The House of Commons was 
crowded to hear the statement of 
the Chancellor, the seats reserved 
for foreign Ambassadors and dis- 
tinguished strangers as well as 
other portions of the chamber being 
filled. 

The British position was general- 
ly approved by the press here. 

The liberal Star declared that 
the action should have been taken 
long ago, and takes it for granted 
that the note opened the way for 
clearing up the whole situation. 

The evening Standard’s comment 
included a statement that President 
Roosevelt was inconsistent in con- 
demning “unproductive nationalit- 
tic expenditure,” meaning arma- 
ments, in his recent debts message, 
when he himself is sanctioning 
huge expenditures for fighting air- 
crait in his own country. 
“President Roosevelt is admired

in this country,” said the Standard. 
“He has long known that the Brit- 
ish Government.is ready to discuss 
final settlement of the war debt, 
That fact is confirmed in the frank 
note to Washington published to- 
day. 
“He shocks his admirers when he’ 
tries to confuse the debts issue by 
an attack on our all too modest 
armaments program when he con- 
demns ‘nationalist expenditures’ in 
Europe while he sanctions it in the 
United States.” 
Fears Effect on Contracts. 

The Times, while maintaining 
that the British course will be sup- 
ported by the great bulk of public 
opinion everywhere except in the 
United States, admitted in an edi- 
torial today that “many will be ap- 
prehensive lest it weaken respect, 
‘already gravely impaired, for the 
sanctity of contracts.” 

The Times regarded “the present 
position embarrassing for everybody 
concerned. It will not be relieved 
until public opinion in America 
takes a more understanding view of 
the whole World War debt problem 
and realizes the dependence of in- 
ternational payments upon the bal- 
ance of international trade.” 

The Morning Post, charging Con- 
gress with responsibility for the 
situation, said “if Congress really 
desired to collect anything it cer- 
tainly chose the one course calcu- 
lated to insure the collection of 
nothing. 

“Far from being mollified by our 
patience, it has steadily hardened 
its determination to exact the ut- 
termost dollar until finally the 
Johnson Act presented us with the 
dilemma in which we now find our- 
selves.” 

Interdependence of Debts. 

The Telegraph, citing the report- 
ed suggestion in America that the 
British note clears the ground for 
a new start, said “there can be no 
new start, however, until the inter- 
dependence of all Government war 
debts is recognized across the At- 
mintie. .. « When Washington 
thinks the moment is opportune to 
reopen the matter on more prac- 
ticable and equitable lines, London 
will respond.” 

The News Chronicle said “what 
now remains is to close the account 
altogether, and the settlement to be 
effective must clean the slate of 
the whole monstrous nightmare of 
international war debts. ... 

“Only a general conference of the 
states concerned can wind up sat- 
isfactorily and completely the tan- 
gied skeins of impossible obliga- 
tion in which Europe is strug- 
gling.” 


“No Reparations, No Debts” Posters

SIX KILLED AND MANY HURT

Official sources had pronounced 
the nation-wide strike a “failure” 
and declared the number of work- 
ers who left their jobs .was s0 
small that the threatened loss of 
crops was avoided. x 
Clashes between strikers and 
workers occurred in several parts 
of Spain, chiefly in the provinces 
of Aranjuez, Badajoz, Jaen, Gra- 
nada and Seville. | 
Two farm owners were killed in 
the town of Manchareal when 
Civil Guards fired on strikers and 
farm owners. At the town of Al- 
conchel a group of farmers attack- 
ed Civil Guards, knifing a Corpor- 
al, and the guards shot into the 
crowd. One farmer was killed and 
three wounded. Three persons 
were killed at Aranjuez when 
Civil Guards dispersed strike dem- 
onstrators. | | 
It was reported that about 20,000 
workers in 74 villages had left 
their jobs. .

WASHINGTON, June 6. — The 
unauthorized use of Henry Ford's 
name on an anti-Jewish book pub- 
lished in Germany this year. was 
charged today before a House Com- 
mittee investigating un-American 
activities in the United States. _ 

At the same time, the commit- 
tee “was told that “propaganda” 
prepared by Nazi party officials in 
Germany is being circulated in this 
country through an organization 
known as “Friends of New Ger- 
many.” 

The book involving Ford’s name 
was titled “Der Internationale 
jude”—the International Jew—and 
comprised a collection of articles 
which appeared in the Dearborn 
(Mich.>} Independent, Ford’s maga- 
zine, several years ago. 

Inserted in the House committee 
record today by Representative 
Weideman (Dem.), Michigan, was 
a copy of a letter which Ford 
wrote to Theodor Fritsch, at Leip- 
sig, Germany, on Nov. 1, 1927, in 
which the automobile manufac- 
turer remarked that he had re- 
tracted the charges against Jews 
contained in those articles. 


“You are accordingly notified,” 
the Ford letter continued, “that 
whatever rights you have or claim 
to have to publish ‘The Internation- 
al Jew’ anywhere or in any lan- 
guage whatsover, are hereby re- 
voked and terminated, and that the 
publication, sale or other distribu- 
tion of ‘The International Jew’ and 
the use of the name of Henry Ford 
or of the Dearborn Publishing Co. 
in connection therewith, by you or 
by any person or corporation, .. . 


are hereby forbidden.”

WASHINGTON, June 6.-—The 
Democratic majority in the House 
failed yesterday to musterthe two- 
thirds majority necessary to pass 
a bill to appropriate $10,000,000 for 
an unemployment and agricultural 
census in November. Republicans 
charged that the purpose was to 
furnish employment for 105,000 
Democratic workers during the 
Congressional elections. 

Republican Leader Snell, New 
York, forced a_ rollcall and 
33 Democrats de _ serted their 
leaders. The vote was 226 for 
to 128 against the measure, 
ten short of the two-thirds majority 
required. Democratic leaders said 
they planned to bring up the bill 
again under procedure requiring 
only a majority vote. 

It was the first major defeat of 

the Democrats since they applied 
a drastic rule in the House to break 
up a filibuster the Republicans last 
week waged indirectly against ne 
cersus measure. 
The measure, brought up by Lo- 
zier (Dem.), Missouri, chairman of 
the Census Committee, authorized 
the diversion of $7,540,000 from re- 
lief funds for the unemployment 
census, $368,465 from the same 
source for printing census reports 
and $2,270,000 from the Treasury 
for the agricultural survey. ~ 

“This is probably the boldest at- 
tempt ever made by a political 
party to pay 105,000 political. elec- 
tion day workers out of the Federal 
Treasury,” Snell said. “It certainly 
is very peculiar that it happened, 
out of the 12 months of the year, 
to be necessary to take this census 
in November.. Yours is the party 
that said it was going to do away 
with extra employes in the Govern- 
ment. Yet you have established 
more bureaus and pcommissions 
than ever before heard of in this 
Government, and your list of Gov- 
ernment employes is 81,000 greater 
than it-was before the passage of 
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payments upon the war debts under the present plat,”

Pian for Curbing Strikes. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T is the consensus that most labor trou- 

bles, especially those resulting in 
strikes, are fomented by labor leaders 
and that they, not the men involved, are 

responsible ones. Generally the men 
follow the leaders because of promises 
made to them, or through fear to assert 
themselves. Indeed, in many cases the 
individual has nothing whatsoever to gain 
and much to lose by striking. This is 
particularly true of so-called sympathetic 
strikes and “holidays.” 

The labor leaders, organizers, agita- 
tors, walking delegates, etc., suffer no, 
or very little, loss. They continue to re- 
ceive their salaries even when their mem- 
bership, who pay salaries, are receiv- 
ing no wage. In some cases, the strikers 
do receive “benefits” from a fund which 

. they themselves have created. 

Many strikes are useless and cannot 
be justified. In order to minimize such 
strikes, walk-outs, holidays, why would 
it not be well to have a law, or even a 
union rule or by-law, which would pro- 
hibit the officers of the union who are 
responsible for the strike, from the agi- 
tator or walking delegate up to the chief 
executive (all the brass-collars), from 
receiving any salary, compensation or re- 
muneration of any character during the 
continuance of the strike and while thd 
men are earning nothing? 

If the leaders were conscientiously in- 
terested in the welfare of their member 
ship, they would not object to foregoing 
compensation. If their interest were 
strictly a selfish one, they would not 
agree to forfeit their pay. The plan 
would be a test. 

It is suggested that all unpaid amounts 
accruing under this plan be remitted by 
the unions to one of the national chari- 
ties or relief organizations, such ag the 
Red Cross. 


Such a plan would have a salutary ef- 
fect upon industry generally, and would 
place the activities of labor unions and 

+ their leaders on a much higher plane.

The British are renowned for their. credit. They 


: have guarded it zealously through centuries of time. | 


They are the one people in the world with whom 
American investors are said never to have lost a 
dollar. When the last semi-annual war debt pay- 
ment. was due, Dec, 15, 1933, England made a so 
called token payment, in ‘which she availed herself of 
the right to pay with silver bullion, costing her less 
than the actual credit she received. Terribly re 
duced, herself creditor to other nations which could 
not pay, she still preserved her honor. 

Neville Chamberlain, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
told the House of Commons yesterday how it is with 
Britain in this grievous pass. He said Britain would 
have made another payment June 15 had President 
Roosevelt been able to guarantee that she would 
not be classed as a defaulter under the Johnson 
Act. As the matter stands, she was compelled to 
become a defaulter undér that law. She cannot 

her full payment of $262,000,000. Since the 
Johnson Act defines as a defaulter any nation which 
to accept this 
status. 

We did not need this humiliation of a great 
nation to convince us that folly inspired the John- 
son Act. The Chancellor expressed the opinion 
that the British people cannot go on making the 
financial sacrifices they have made since the war, 
that any attempt to do so must have disastrous 
effects upon world trade and prices. He declared the 
funding agreement under which Great Britain still 
owes more than she did at the outset, despite pay- 
ment of nearly half of the original amount, is unjust. 
He asked for revision. Great Britain is not, so he 
said, receiving any payments from her Continental 
debtors. 

In defaulting, Great Britain follows the example 
set last December by the French. Despite the pro- 
tests of men like Edouard Herriot, who resigned the 
premiership when she defaulted, France persists in 
her refusal to any more on war debts. She bases 
this refusal on her non-receipt of any more repara- 
tions from Germany, charging that we in turn have 
violated the promise of the Hoover administration to 
absolve France if she would absolvé Germany, The 
French say they kept their promise at Lausanne, 
where they reduced the reparation claim to one- 
tenth of its former volume. 

For Britain to follow the French can have only 
one consequence. It will lay the war debts on the 
knees of the gods. What will ultimately become of 
them is problematical. The British Chancellor says 
America would not let Britain pay with goods and 
services, so Britain cannot for the time being pay 
at all. The French press says the war debts are 
dead, which doubtless echoes the belief and hope of 
Europe. It is not a sentiment, if we may judge by 
the temper of Congress, that will be shared by the 
American people. — 

Thus, 16 years after the World War, we find our- 
selves plagued hy innumerable consequences of that 
great cataclysm. None of them is more perplexing 
than the war debts. During and immediately after 
the war, we advanced the Allied nations some 11 bil- 
lion dollars. A great deal of this money was spent 
with us for war supplies. Altogether, the Allied na- 
tions spent about 16 billion dollars with us. That 
any such staggering sum as that they had borrowed 
from us could be paid by nations which the war 
had impoverished in the four long and bitter years 
of combat was always improbable. We have never 
believed it. If there are any who have believed it, 
they have only to witness the spectacle of Great 
Britain defaulting—Great Britain, the synonym of 
contractual honor, , , 

Truly an impressive spectacle, and one fraught 
with ominous possibilities. It is a rebuke to the wis- 
dom of warring nations and men. What wonder that 
our own awakened country is moving upon the muni- 
tions interests, one of the causes of war? Nor is it 
to be wondered that men, in misery over much of the 
debt-ridden world, fervently yearn for peace. 
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A BANKER GOES TO PRISON. 

The United States Supreme Court has refused a 
review to Millard F. Dunlap, Jacksonville, III. bank- 
er, who was sentenced to imprisonment for two years 
and fined $5000 when adjudged guilty of making 
false entries in the books of the bank which he 
headed. If the facts are as found by the Federal 
Court and the Circuit Court of Appeals, now sus 
tained in the highest court, there will be few per- 
sons who will not agree that the defendant has been 
dealt with fairly. He held the confidence of his com- 
munity, and he violated it to serve his own ends. 

_ As the Post-Dispatch disclosed, more than $500,000 
in securities belonging to Illinois College disappeared 
from a deposit box in Dunlap’s bank and later ap- 
peared as collateral for the bank’s loans in St. Louis 
and Chicago, with’ which the college’ had no con- 
nection. Stunned by this blow, Jacksonville soon 
found that it was only the beginning. Funds of 
the city, of school districts, of churches, of com- 
munity organizations, to say nothing of individuals, 


were misused and lost in the collapse of his $5,000,-.

Jacob L. Babler, who offered St. Louis a tract of 


'868 acres on Wild Horse Creek. road as a memorial 


to his brother, has withdrawn his proposal. In a let- 
ter to the Board of Estimate -and Apportionment, 
he says: “Inasmuch ’ as I have never recéived your 
acknowledgment of my proposal, I assume that the’ 
city is not interested in the matter, and I therefore 
withdraw my offer as submitted in my letter to you 
of May 12.” 

The board is guilty of a flagrant act of discour- 
tesy, to say nothing of an unpardonable disservice to 
the community. Disinterested persons who examined 
the Babler offer insist that, far from having objec- 
tionable strings attached, it was made in- utmost 
good faith and with the most generous motives. The 
tract in question is one of the loveliest spots in the 
county and it was Mr. Babler’s intention, at some 
future time, to acquire additional land contiguous 
to the park and give that to the city, also. 

Apparently, the only possible bar to the city’s ac- 
ceptance was the $10,000 needed annually for main- 
tenance. One member of the board made the point 
that, since St. Louis Countians would also be free to 
enjoy the park, the county should-help pay for its 
maintenance, Even if the county refused, a large 
part of this sum could no doubt have been raised 
by the sale of concessions. 

The city should ask Mr. Babler to renew his offer 
and make amends for its discourtesy, 
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PLIGHT OF THE DROUTH AREA. 

The Government has moved promptly in seeking 
to meet the emergency created by the unparalleled 
drouth in the Middle West and Northwest. Available 
relief funds have been stretched to the utmost in 


assisting destitute families, buying surplus stock, ‘ 


making seed loans, supplying feed, etc. Realizing 
that much more will be needed before the situation 
retufns to normal, the President has called for a 
$525,000,000 emergency fund, which Congress should 
not delay granting. Some 60,000 farmers have gone 
to work on relief projects for cash, and 150,000 in. all 
will be so employed by the end of the week.. Mean- 
while, plans are being made for buying up submar- 
ginal lands and moving populations from the sec 
tions where crops are ruined. 

This is an unexpected aggravation of the already 
grave national relief problem. It is fortunate, how- 
ever, that efficient machinery is available that may 
be extended to cover the needs of the drouth regions. 
The Government is doing its duty in accepting the

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Dangers in the Wagner Bill 


From the Nation. 


VIDENTLY the administration has been 
inspired to get behind the Wagner labor 
disputes bill in its new form by the hope of 
creating a preventive which would nip the 
summer growth of strikes in the bud. 
What the bill gives to the trade unions 's 
hardly specific enough, and certainly not 
substantial enough, to justify them in & 
cepting that preventive. It does not outlaw

torney-General would seem not un- 
likely. By the time a final ruling 
is obtained, it may not be long un- 
til the convening of the 1935 Legis- 
lature, which will have power to 
adjust the mess made by the pres- 
ent 3.2 per cent beer legislation. 
Beer Law Provision. 

Meanwhile, the Excise Commis- 
sioner, who has issued 479 licenses 
in the one month that his office 
has been open, will continue to tell 
applicants that they cannot § sell 
both 3.2 beer and the stronger beer 
and hard liquor: authorized by the 
city license. He has made this rule, 
not ‘because of any requirement in 
the State or city liquor law, but be- 
cause the State 3.2 beer law says 
that the seller of 3:2 shall not have 
any other liquor on‘ the premises.

PROGRESSIVE MI 
TO CARRY ON FIGHT 


President Assails NRA Ruling 
Against Union Referendum 
in Hlinois. 


By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill... June 6— 
President Claude E. Pearcy of the 
Progressive Miners of America yes- 
terday described the NRA ruling 
against a mine union referendum 
in Illinois as “a contradiction of 
the intent and purposes of the 
NIRA, a violation of the spirit of 
democracy and an open _indorse- 
ment of company unionism.” 

The Roosevelt administration was 
attacked in Pearcy’s statement, is- 
sued after Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, 
NRA Administrator, ruled against 
the referendum. 

Without: direct comment on the 
long struggle of the Progressives 
against the United Mine Workers 
of America, Pearcy said his union 
would continue its fight. 

“I shall be guided in the future, 
as in the past, by the voice of the 
rank and file miners of America”’ 
he said. “In my opinion, the Pro- 
gressive Miners of America must 
be, and will be, maintained at all 
costs and hazards, regardless of' 
the fact that we have been denied 
our constitutional rights and the 
protection of the labor clause of 
the National Recovery Act. 

“I feel that an all wise and just 
God will provide that justice and 
decency will prevail in the end, and 
that many martyrs of the Progres- 
sive Miners of America, who have 
made the supreme sacrifice, and 
those who are now languishing in 
jails for the cause of clean and 
democratic unionism have not died 
and suffered in vain.” 

Criticising’ President Roosevelt, 
the Progressive leader said the 
anti-referendum ruling was “not 
entirely unexpected,” and that “the 
present administration is anti-la- 
bor and pro-company union, and 
not functioning for the best inter- 
ests of the masses.”

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MRS. JACKSON BARNETT 


Richest Indian in-< the 
World, Who Had No 
Idea of Money, Dies in 
Peace After a Life 
Filled With Strife. 


ACKSON BARNETT, who died 

the other day at the assumed 

age of ninety-two, had only pa- 
tient smiles and notsy yawns for 
the white men who for some 
i twertty years have excited them- 
selves over his financial affairs and 
matrimonial adventure. He would 
have much preferred the simple 
and obscure life that he led before 
oil was discovered on his 160-acre 
farm near Henryetta, Ok., than be’ 
pestered to death because of his 
reputation as the .world’s richest 
Indian. 


Maybe if he had been able to 
realize that a thousand dollars was 
more than a hundred dollars, he 
would have been able to appreciate 
what Lady Luck had given him. 
With all his millions, the govern- 
ment would not aliow him to draw 
a check but the old full-blooded 
Creek Indian didn’t care. All he 
wanted out of-life was to be left 
alone with his pipe, chickens and 
ponies, and to be allowed to hunt 
with his bow and arrows. 


It started way back in 1913. Oil 
was discovered on the land of a 
Jackson Barnett, but no one knew 
who he was. Four oil companies 
sent out scouts to find Barnett and 
each returned with a “Jackson 
Barnett.” The real one turned out 
to be an old Indian who, if he had 
to, was more than willing to work 
for fifty cents a day. But he didn’t 
have to, for from then on the roy- 
alties began to pour into his ac- 
count. In a very short time his in- 
come was in the neighbor of $600,- 
000 a year, and every.minute that 
he walked fortune was thrusting 
into his pocket $1.33. 

Money, however, was not the only 
thing that Barnett began to re- 
ceive. Hundreds of women from all 
sections of the country wrote mat- 
rimonial proposals, while a few 
sharpshooters submitted proposi- 
tions to relieve him of his sur- 
plus funds through “investment” 
schemes. One man went so far as 
to file suit for $1,000,000 against 
the old Indian, contending that 
years ago, when the “Chief” was in 
need of money, he befriended him, 
and that Barnett promised to re-

fee on, record—$1000. Even her ef- 
forts to adopt a half-breed papoose 
for an heir went for naught. Also 
the trials and tribulations of hav- 
ing to live amicably for a month’s 
honeymoon with the old Indian in 
his humble domicile in Oklahoma 
to prove to the Government that 
they were satisfied with each other 
failed to reap a reward. : 
The only time that the Chief real- 
ly was unhappy was when his slum- 
ber was disturbed in court by some 
white man who wanted to ask a 
lot of questions which he neither 
understood nor was interested in. 
He also disliked traveling, especial- 
ly to Washington, because he-once 
caught a cold there. One time on a 
trip he slipped away from his wife 
and tried to bribe a railroad con- 
ductor to take him home; but un- 
fortunately his wife carried the 
bankroll. He never had a chance 
to see Europe as his passport was 
not acknowledged. The only places 
that he really enjoyed outside of 
his home town of Henryetta were 
the California beaches. There he 
could see the bathing beauties and 
sometimes the famous movie stars 
would smile at him. The Pacific 
Ocean held no charm for him other 
than “It’s a pretty big river,” while 
the Grand Canyon was out of the 
question, because he could see 
across it. ,

OWARDS the end of his life, 
the old Indian found himself a 
job, maybe the first that he ever 
found voluntarily outside of work- 
ing a short time on a ferry boat. 
He became an unofficial traffic po- 
liceman in Los Angeles, At first

The Barnett case attracted the 
attention of the nation for years, 
not only because of the peculiari- 
ties of the old chief, but also be- 
cause of the number of prominent 
people that were involved. The 
United States Senate became inter- 
ested in the case and sent it to} 
the Senate Indian Affairs Sub-com- 
mittee, because the Government’s 
ward was considered the victim of 
a conspiracy. 

At one time Barnett was said to 
have had nearly 10 million dollars, 
but yet has never been able to com- 
prehend any sum more than a thou- 
sand dollars. When asked by a 
Federal Commissioner what he 
wanted to do with his money, the 
Indian replied, while sticking his 
pocket knife into the commission- 


as much as he could. “I can’t take 
money with me to happy hunting 
grounds.” When an attorney gave 
the chief a Confederate $10 bill and 
asked him what he would do with 
it, the Indian answered, “Well, I 
don’t know. Might buy cigarettes 
with it.” But when asked what he 
would do with several real $10 bills 
shown him by the commissioner, 
Barnett.quietly put them in his 
pocket. 

The only thing that the elderly 
Indian millionaire knew for a cer 
tainty was that he smoked 5-cent 
cigars.

GROUP of British soldiers sat 

in my study in London in the 

days of the war. They were a 
gay lot, telling hair-raising stories 
of the trenches, and what close 
calls they had.
